Use DDT to 
Protect 
Clothing 


To protect clothes from moths 


and carpet 
beetles during 
the 


warm weather season apply DDT 
to walls, 
woodwork, 
baseboards 


and shelves of closets after clean- 
ing them. Home 
Demonstration 


Agent Lorraine Blackwood says an 
oil spray is best for this purpose 
because it does not leave a white 
deposit as a water spray does. 


It should be a residual spiT.y 
rather than one of the so-called 
aerosol bombs or space 
sprays. 


The residual spray 
will kill in- 


sects as they come in contact with 
closet surfaces in months to fol- 
low. Aerosol sprays kill flying 
insects or those that happen to be 
exposed at the time but they do not 
last all summer because they laave 
little or no residue. 


You can also spray DDT solu- 


tions 'lightly on 
wool 
clothes 


without injuring the fabric, 
she 


points out. Too much of the solu- 
tion may show up in whitish trao-^s 
on dark clothes but these can be 
removed by brushing or dry clean- 
ing. 


DDT spraying is useful for pre- 


lecting clothes hanging in closets. 
The more familiar moth flakes or 
crystals are advised for clothes 
stored in tight bags, trunks or other 
containers where a fumigating ef- 
fect is desired. Added protection 
may be given to stored clothes by 
spraying them and their contain- 
ers with DDT. 


The home demonstration 
agent 


poinls out that DDT kills carpet 
beetle larvae more slnwlv than 
clothes moths and some other in- 
sects. They may not die. until ..JO 
days or two weeks after their fiiist 
exposure to DDT but during this 
lime they will stoo their destructive 
feeding. In spraying against carpet 
bottles, apply plenty of the solution 
to cracks in floors and around base- 
boards where Ibese insects 
fret- 


auently live. A 10 per cent DDT 
dust blown into these cracks gives 
added protection.

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
that the following is hr.-rcby pro- 
posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next ge'i- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at 'such an 
election, adopt such amendment 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No 11 
to the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as vollows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax o£ one dollar 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this State over the ace 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of the qualified elector's 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, tho 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare 
ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty (CO) days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures; deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the forcfioin" 
purposes, together with a rate of 
tax levy sufficient to provide the 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for the 
retirement of indebtedness.
